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TYPEWRITING BY ELECTRICITY. 
AN INVENTION WHICH OPENS A NEW ERA OF 
THE TYPEWRITER INDUSTRY AND IS DES- 
TINED TO LIGHTEN THE LABOR AND 
INCREASE THE EFFICIENCY OF 
OPERATORS. 

If the ordinary business man was asked 
what equipment of his office he would be most 
loth to part with, the answer invariably 
would be his writing machine. When we con- 
sider what an important factor this is in the 
transaction of modern business, it is really 
astounding how the correspondence of the old 

days was carried on by handwriting. 

The history of the typewriter dates back 
about thirty-five years. It is strange to say 
that mechanical power, which had been in- 
voked to displace so many other operations 
previously done by manual labor, has not 
until now been suecessfully applied to the 
typewriter. 

About a year ago, Mr. G. C. Blickensderfer, 
president of the Blickensderfer Manufactur- 
ing Company, Stamford, Conn., brought forth, 
after years of experiment, his new electrical 
machine, which experts declare will revolu- 
tionize the art of typewriting. 

The electrical part of this invention is a 
small motor, which is incorporated as a part 
of the machine, and from which it receives 
power to move the parts. The machine is 
connected to any ineandescent light socket 
and the motor is under perfect control of the 
operator by means of a convenient switch. 

This machine is a new Blickensderfer prod- 
uct, but embodies the main Blickensderfer 
ideas, such as the type-wheel instead of the 
type-bars, and the revolving ink-roll (on the 
principle of the printing press) in place of a 
ribbon. 

On the Blickensderfer electric typewriter 
it is necessary for the operator to but touch 
the key lightly and the work is done instantly. 
This rapidity of movement of the type action 
permits of the operator’s fingers falling upon 
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the keys in rapid sequence, in exactly the same 
way as do the fingers of an accomplished 
pianist. This is made possible by an auto- 
matic key release, called the piano action, 
which enables the operator to touch the next 
key before the preceding one has been re- 
leased and necessarily adds speed and ease to 
the operator. 

Being a power machine it is a heavy dupli- 
eator, and it will readily be seen that the 
touch is no heavier in manifolding than in 
regular work, so that it is not necessary for 
the operator to make hammers of her fingers. 

Another entirely new device for saving of 
time is the automatic control of the carriage. 
Just the touch of a key and the platen around 
which the paper folds travels to right or left 
and spaces the sheet for the next line. This 
feature makes the operation continuous, as the 
keys for the carriage control are at the right 
of the keyboard and do not eall on the oper- 
ator to take the hands out of writing position. 
To get an idea of how much time is saved by 
this one feature, just imagine a pianist stop- 
ping to turn over the leaf at the end of each 
line of seore, and you can see how the typist 
on the old machine wastes time in stopping 
at the end of each line to space the paper and 
return the carriage. 

The machine is also a visible writer—that 
is, the writing is always in sight. It also has 
interchangeable advantages, such as a variety 
of types, colors of rolls, and lengths of ecar- 
riages. Twenty-eight keys produce 84 char- 
acters, and as the whole of the letters and 
signs on the type-wheels are cast into a solid 
block perfect alignment is assured, and the 
onlooker is fascinated with the uniformity of 
the work turned out. 

Unlike all present machines the quality of 
work done on this typewriter is absolutely in 
dependent of the weight of the operator’s 
stroke. The work is done by regular, definite, 
mechanical movements, hence the wear and 
tear can be quite accurately estimated and 
allowed for, so that it becomes merely a ques 
tion of making the parts heavy enough to 
withstand the strain. But, as a matter of 
fact, the machine is so smoothly driven that 
it is neither as large nor as heavy as the 
present so-called standard type-bar machines. 

This machine is to the present-day type- 
writer what the latest Hoe ereation is to the 
old hand press, and we venture to say that 
this idea of power typewriters will grow in 
publie favor, and that this is but the fore 
runner of many electric machines. 
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NATIONAL ADDOGRAPH. 


The Addograph is a typewriter attachment 
which

Large orders have been 
received recently from the company’s agents 
in Berlin and Vienna, and from the U. S.
